Dr. Ha \ den L. Mees tried out 
his idea «hi a group of cigarette 
smoker* who wanted to quit, 
h it apparently couldn't as long 
a s they were breathing. And U 
seem ed to work. 


One woman who had smoked 
30 ciga rettes a da y for 20 yea rs— 
it adds up to 219 .000 ciga rettes— 
quit entirely. So did four others. 
And still others cut their smoking 
by more than half. 


The system was simple. Each 
smoker was asked to hold his or 
her breath as long as he or she 
could every time he or she felt 
like smoking.

The kiln has a catenary arch. 
The pattern was made by allow- 
ing a chain, its ends attached to 
the edge of a ply wood board, to 
fall freely . Once the arch outline 
was obtained, the “ arch” was in­ 
v erted and a wooden form was 
completed. 
When the 9 -inch thick arch of 
bricks was finished, the wooden 
form was remov ed. The ends of 
the kiln were completed by in­ 
serting bricks endwise. Flue lin­ 
ing, bound together with steel 
angle irons, forms the stack. 
Future plans, Strawn said, call 
for surrounding the kiln with an

aesthetic arrangement. 
For Raku. his students muced 
fire clay with silica sand. The 
sand is mined southwest of here. 
After forming cups on a potter’s 
wheel, 
the 
students 
hardened

the 
cups’ 
ex teriors 
and 
were 
melted “ red hot” in the Rakil 
kiln. 
Nex t, the cups were thrown in* 
to a nest of pine needles for 10 
to 60 seconds to reduce the metal­ 
lic 
ox ide to a 
metallic state 
through incomplete burning. This 
gav e them a red or brownish 
appearance. Dashed quickly un­ 
der cold water, the cups cooled 
enough in 60 to 9 0 seconds for 
tea drinking.

WASHINGTON - The marks of 
the big offense against society are 
clearly seen by all: 
A sniper’s 
mass slaughter of innocents on 
a 
university campus, the horror of 
eight nurses mutilated and mur­ 
dered in their home, the black­ 
ened cars, 
burned-out 
hulks of 
buildings and rock-littered streets 
of a riot-torn 
city, 
the endless 
housebreakings and the beatings 
of innocent people. 


But there are untold evidences, 
less obtrusive, 
illustrating 
how 
far the general level of American 
behavior falls 
below 
sensible 
standards of decency, honesty and 
safety. 


Huge parks set aside for the 
pleasure and peace of mind of city 
dwellers are today a no-man’s- 
land 
menaced 
by 
terroristic 
thieves and 
marauders. 
Great 
patches of .America’s big cities 
are unsafe for the innocent citizen 
by day or night. A telephone com­ 
pany spends $80 million a year to 
send its night operators home in 
taxis. 


On 
some 
commuter 
train 
routes, it is mandatory for win­ 
dow -scat passengers to draw the 
blinds 
to protect 
themselves 
against flying glass, shattered 
by 
rock-throwing 
teenagers. 
Travelers on a high-speed ex­ 
pressway were stunned recently 
to find not rocks but boulders 
dropped on their cars from over­ 
passes along a nine-mile stretch. 


In a woodsy summer retreat, a 
man who had tried and failed for 
years to block trespassers paused 
in his latest effort, realizing that 
he was digging a moat. 


The cost of vandalism in the na­ 
tion’s schools would build several 
hundred new ones a year. The 
cost of thievery from stores, of­ 
fices. banks is an extra levy on 
the insurance policies most Amer­ 
icans pay. 


For much of their lawlessness, 


many people offer an intriguing 
array of false alibis: 
“ I just went for a joyride . . . I 
was only borrowing it . . . What 
I took did not hurt anyone, it’s 
covered by insurance . . . I did 
not think it belonged to anyone 
. . . Everybody else was doing it, 
so why shouldn’t I? ” 
The truth which they conceal 
from themselves is quite differ­ 
ent. 
Today’s burgeoning crime and 
lesser 
misbehavior 
has, 
of 
course, many causes. In this 
affluent world 
with 
booming 
population, there are more peo­ 
ple to rob, more homes to be 
broken into, vastly more tempt­ 
ing goods to be snatched from 
open shelves, more challenging 
excitements in breaking the law 
than are found in the dull, order­ 
ly world where people earn what 
they get. There is also serious 
deprivation. 
The notion is abroad that demo­ 
cracy means everyone is entitled 
to have quickly everything he 
wants. If he takes it instead of 
earning it, he finds surprising de­ 
fenders in the intellectual com­ 
munity. who seem to argue that a 
good stock of material possessions 
equals freedom. 
In the racial ferment of today. 
Negroes 
often 
are 
chided 
for 
wanting to set the law aside for 


contesting the police and other 
constituted authorities. But those 
who do that have plenty of white 
company. 
White men challenged by police 
frequently set 
upon 
them with 
fists and weapons. White parents 
summoned to the police station to 
see charges placed against their 
children sometimes wind up be­ 
rating the police for daring to 
arrest them. 
White men have 
tried to excuse gang-rape as a 
“ boy-hood prank.” 
The necessary authority of the 
police is so broadly challenged 
—by rebellious Negroes, defiant 
white offenders and intellectuals 
who think all 
policemen are 
sadists and Cossacks—that one 
is left to wonder what legitimate 
role they see for any restrain­ 
ing force in a free-wheeling, tur­ 
bulent democratic society. 
The most respected dev eloping 
law today seems to be that which 
seek s to safeguard the rights of 
accused persons. It is almost for­ 
gotten that the general body of 
law im designed to safeguard the 
community against wrongful and 
haimful acts. 
Too many Americans think such 
law is an unfair restriction upon 
their liberty.
